Rutter served as a clerk, and 
his main duty was to record the 
deaths of the soldiers. 

“It was a horrid job,” he said. 

Jim Brown, a member of the 
Marine Corps during World War 
II, told the students how he 
fought in the Battle of Tarawa,

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Ex-police 
officer 
arrested 
as part of 
drug 
roundup

A former Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputy, who served as 
a school liaison and DARE offi- 
cer, was arrested for a felony 
drug charge last week. 

William John Bonkowski, 45, 
was arrested for a charge of con- 
trolled substance-delivery/man- 
ufacture marijuana on Thursday, 
Feb. 28. He faces up to four 
years in prison and a $20,000 
fine if convicted. 

The arrest of the ex-deputy 
concluded a week long round up 
of drug arrests in Crawford 
County. Strike Investigative 
Narcotics Group (STING) offi- 
cers, supported by Crawford 
County Deputies, arrested 11 
suspects ranging in age from 17 
to 50-years-old, with charges 
Tanging from possession to the 
delivery of pills, cocaine and 
mariyuana. The arrests are the 
result of a yearlong investigation 
regarding tips, complaints and 
surveillance of suspected drug

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Mediation hearing ordered 
in fire department dispute

46th Circuit Judge Janet M. 
Allen ordered City of Grayling 
officials and Grayling Charter 
Township to attempt to mediate 
the dispute over the jointly run 
fire department. 

Allen, during a pretrial hear- 
ing on Monday, told the munici- 
palities to participate in a media- 
tion session as they are preparing 
for a trial over the fire depart- 
ment operations and assets. 

In January, the township board 
authorized the lawsuit against 
the City of Grayling. Township 
officials are seeking the return of 
a committee of township and city 
officials to oversee the opera- 
tions of the Grayling 
City/Township Fire Department. 

The lawsuit was prompted 
after failed negotiations to renew 
a mutual operating agreement 
between the city and the town- 
ship, which expired in June 


2007. 

The Grayling City Council has 
proposed that the Grayling 
City/Fownship Fire Department 
be considered as a department of 
the city, and should be adminis- 
tered by Grayling City Manager 
David Thayer. 

An advisory committee, made 
up of representatives from the 
township board, the city council 
and a citizen of either the city or 
township, would be appointed. 
The committee would not have 
the authority to enter into con- 
tracts or agreements, acquire, 
hold or dispose of property or 
incur debts, liabilities or obliga- 
tions. 

Township officials have 
balked at the proposal, seeking 
to have a committee of city and 
township officials administer the 
operations of the fire depart- 
ment. Township officials claim

Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer said the portions of the 
ordinance were updated because 
citizens, who have been charged 
with nuisance violations, 
claimed the ordinance was over- 
ly broad and vague. 

46th Circuit Court Judge Janet 
M. Allen also recommended city 
officials update its nuisance ordi- 
nance regarding junk following a 
recent hearing in the Crawford 
County Circuit Court. Allen pro- 
vided a copy of the City of 
Gaylord’s nuisance ordinance to 
city officials. Thayer and City 
Attorney Dave Sabin also 
reviewed nuisance ordinances 
from a number of other commu- 
nities while studying the updates. 

“It’s been tightened up, and I 
think we're in pretty good 
shape,” Thayer said. “I think 
we've addressed the 
Constitutionality shortfalls that 


might be alleged.” 


At the council meeting, the 
council also addressed a nui- 
sance violation involving one of 
its own members. 

The city council established a 
timeline for Roger Moshier, a 
city council member, to clean up 
the Moshier Auto Repair proper- 
ty located at 104 Ogemaw St. 

The council gave Moshier 10 
days to have his auto repair 
garage secured from the possibil- 
ity of illegal entry. He was also 
ordered to have the building 
inspected during the same time- 
frame, to ensure the safety of the 
structure, The council deferred 
its decision on whether the build- 
ing should be razed or brought

ic The council gave Moshier until 
June 30 to have all unlicensed 
vehicles and junk removed from 
the property. 

Moshier agreed to the 
timetable, He acknowledged that 
there are some issues with his 
building, which is 80 to 90- 
years-old, but believes that it is 
sound. 

“It's got cosmetic problems, 
but structurally, I think there is 
not a problem,” he said, 

Moshier said it is dishearten- 
ing that city officials are target- 
ing him and other city residents. 
He said that some people have to 
wait to get their cars and build- 
ings fixed due to the current eco- 
nomic woes. 

“It’s getting to the point where 
people are just getting by,” 
Moshier said. “The economy is 
in the toilet right now.” 

Moshier added that the city’s 
nuisance ordinance may result in 
a storage yard being located in 
Grayling Township. He also 
noted that a Mio firm is currently 
in the process of buying property 
in the Grayling Industrial Park to 
salvage vehicles, 

Moshier was given until June 
30 to have his property cleaned 
up. He appealed to the council to 
have the deadline extended, since 
he works as a bus mechanic for 
the Crawford AuSable School 
District, serves as a bus driver 
and runs the auto repair business. 

“I've had that business for 
years and raised five kids from 
income from that business,” he 
said. 

Moshier said he hopes that the 
tough stance taken by city offi- 
cials does not cause the commu- 
nity to lose its character. 

“The old town isn't what the 
old town used to be and I just 
hope it doesn't lose its personali- 
ty,” Moshier said. 

Thayer said the city would go 
to court to enforce its ordinance 
if the agreement with Moshier is 
not followed. 

“The status quo is over,” 
Thayer said. 

Thayer said that city officials 
have compiled a list of nuisance 
properties in the community, and 
are tackling them one-by-one. 

“We are following the voice of 
our constituents who have said - 
clean up the town,” Thayer said.

The operating agreement, that 
‘expired between the city and the 
township, required the township. 
to pay 70 percent of the operat- 
ing costs for the fire department 
and the city to pay 30 percent of 
the expenses, The proposed 
agreement, which officials are 
still abiding under, cails for the 
township to pay 60 percent in 
operating costs and the city to 
pay 40 percent of the expenses. 

Since the City of Grayling 
was incorporated in 1935, it has 
sponsored a volunteer fire 
department under the city man- 
ager’s direction. 

The city formally created a 
fire department in 1947, under 
the direction of the city manag- 
er, and provided fire services 
county wide, 

In 1973, the city declared that 
it could no longer provide fire 
services county wide. Grayling 
Township agreed to contract 
with the city for services. The 
rest of the townships started 
their own fire departments. 

The first legal mutual operat- 
ing agreement between the City 
of Grayling and Grayling 
Township was approved tn 
1974, according to city officials 
in response to the lawsuit. 

In January, Thayer sent a let- 


ter to the township board, offer- 


ing a fixed-fee formula to pro- 
vide fire services to the town- 
ship. 

Richard Jaskowski, the town- 
ship: attorney, requested the 
mediation as part of an 11-hour

In Romans 7:7-12 God has 
proved His law is not sinful, evil, 
unjust, or bad because of our fail- 
ure under law. The question was 
raised in Romans 7:7: “What 
shall we say then? Is the law sin? 
God forbid. Nay, I had not 
known sin, but by the law: for I 
had not known lust, except the 
law had said, Thou shalt not 
covet.” Without God’s [0th 
commandment in the law we 
would not know about lust and 
coveting within the heart preced- 
ing any words or acts of sin, In 
verse 8 God exposed our real 
problem as sin in its conceil, cor- 
ruption and conecalinent. In 
verse 9 Paul explained the danger 
of self-righteousness by only fol- 
lowing the letter of the law, in 
contrast to allowing the spirit of 
the law to convict us of sin with- 
in our heart and mind. In Romans 
10 and 11 we tearn the disillu- 
sionment, deception and danger 
of sin. “And the commandment, 
which was ordained to life. | 
tound to be unto death. For sin, 
taking oceasion by the com- 
mandment. deceived me, and be 
it slew me.” 

Now in Romans 7:12 we find 
the conclusion of God's defense 
of His law: “l2Wherefore the

law is holy, and the command- 
ment holy, and just, and good.” 
God's law in total is holy. God's 
law includes His moral law 
revealed in the 10 command- 
ments; His civil law revealed to 
govern the nation of Israel; and 
His ceremonial law which 
revealed the sacrificial system 
which taught faith in God's pro- 
vision for forgiveness of sins. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ fulfilled 
the moral and civil law by perfect 
obedience thereby proving His 
perfect righteousness. He ful- 
filled the ceremonial law by His 
perfect sacrifice on the cross of 
Calvary shedding His blood for 
the remission of sins.

traffickers in Crawford County 
‘and surrounding counties. 

Bonkowski worked as a 
Crawford County  Sheriff’s 
Deputy between September 2006 
and December 2006. He retired 
from his position due to medical 
issues. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield, who said police have 
been working on their case for 
awhile, said the arrest of an offi- 
cer who he worked with was dis- 

' heartening. 

‘. “T take my job very seriously 
_and [ take my oath seriously,” 
- Wakefield said. “This guy just 

violated everything that he stood 
for as police officer. It’s a slap in 


the face to my office, my profes- 
sion and every officer here.” 

Bonkowski worked as a school 
liaison officer during his tenure 
with the sheriff's department, 
being assigned to the AuSable 
Primary School and Grayling 
Elementary School from 2001 to 
2004.
